COUNTER CHARGES MADE. 


Cemetery Association Officers Fear 
Attempt to Do Away With Ever- 
green Burial Ground. 

In regard to the charges filed by 
Charles Roshong and other near-by 
residents, against the conduct of the 
Evergreen Cemetery, the Logs An- 


Cemetery Association makes the 
counter charge that the complainants 
are endeavoring to bring about the 
removal of the cemetery. . 

Conrad Ohnemuller, superintendent 
of the grounds, said yesterday: 
“Storm water does come on the 
grounds from the streets, but is never 
allowed to remain for any length of 
time. In the last few months I have 
put over 1000 loads of dirt’on the low 
places and have built a new culvert 
to carry off the water. Sometimes I 
have interred more than one baby tn 
a grave, usually in charity cases, but 
these graves have never been allowed 
to remain open over night, and no 
offensive conditions have existed at 
any time.” 

William Cleaver, the secretary of 
the company, stated: “These people 
came to live in the neighborhood 
when they knew that the cemetery 
was there and now they are trying 
to drive us away. 60 far as I know 
the cemetery has always been con- 
ducted in a proper manner, and these 
complaints are being made for the 
purpose of ‘rousing public sentiment 
against the cemetery.” 

Councilman Wheeler of the Com- 
mittee on Public Health and Sanita- 
tion, stated that the matter had not 
yet been brought before the Council 
and that he had no knowledge of it 
except that a petition had been fled. 
During his term in the Council no 
complaint had been made against the 
cemetery. 

Health Commissioner Powers said 
that so far as he could remember, no 
complaint had ever been filed with 
his office against the cemetery, but 
that a emall matter might have been 
attended to without coming to his per- 
sonal attention.

FIRST BAPTIST CHURCH. 
CHRIST WAS CRUCIFIED BECAUSE HE 
WAS TOO GOOD FOR THE WORLD 
ABOUT HIM. 

“Why They Crucified Him,” was the 
topic of the sermon by Dr. C. M. Car- 
ter at the First Baptist Church Sun- 

day morning. He said in part: 

“Jesus was crucified because He was 
too good for His age and surround- 
ings. Evil is always exceedingly bit- 
ter against goodness, because gcood- 
ness is an open rebuke to evil and 
evil resents it. The sinless charac- 
ter of Jesus in a wicked age, and His 
entire unselfishness in an age absorbed 
with its own selfish pursuits, were 
intolerable, and only His death could 
satisfy. Again, Jesus antagonized the 
religious prejudices of the people. 
The most bitter people in the world 
are those whose religious prejudices 
are trampled upon. Jesus disap- 
pointed the political expectations of 
His fellow-countrymen. They all 
thought the coming Messiah would be 
a political king. Instead, He an- 
nounces that He comes as king of 
truth only. They expected Him to be 
an Israelite of the Israelites. Instead, 
He comes preaching a untversal gos- 
pel and the redemption of all men 
alike, without regard to birth or name 
or position or race. 

“Among those clamoring most 
loudly for the destruction of Jesus 
were those who were in authority in 
the religious organizations, They 
feared loss of power and prestige. 
Logs of official position in the church, 
even today, is sometimes most vicious- 
ly resented, Men will destroy a 
church rather than give up office in 
it, once office-holding hes become a 
fixed habit. Boss rule has been the 
curse of many of the churches of 
California, and is the bane of some 
of them today. The man in the 
church who presumes to be autocrat 
and dictator of its policies is a bale- 
ful influence, 

“The crucifixion of Jesus means 


example, willingly making vicarious 
sacrifice. So should we be willing 
to suffer that others may be blessed. 
Above all, Jesus on the cross wins 
the attention and attracts the heart 
of the world. Utterly regardless of 
all our theories about the natural 
goodness of man and all our preju- 
dices against the blood atonement, it 
is the story of the crucified Christ 
that is the mighty power of the gospel) 
today.

I do not disparage nor doubt 
the power of God to take the lowliest 
human life and lift it heavenward, 
but this ideal of sanctification which 
rests entirely in some solitary act 
of God apart from human endeavor 
is very certainly qa mistaken concept 
of God's plan and purpose for re- 
deeming men. Jesus Christ was not 
appointed to go in some definite path- 
way, which had been so carefully 
prepared He could not possibly stray 
to right or left. He d@id not come 
into the world to fulfill a certain me- 
chanical ahedule which

“It was not the least of bad things 
that Ananias ruined his family. 
Sapphira was buried by her hus- 
band. Our loved ones suffer in our 
sin.

“There is nothing worse, of course, 
than that a man may lose his soul 
and he may do it in keeping back 
part of the price. To lie to God is 
an eternal peril.

SAN BERNARDINO, Feb. 1.—In 
spite of the fact that the county char- 
ter does not become effective until next 
year, a movement is said to be under 
Way among certain interests to secure 
a revision of the document at the next 
general election and if passed by the 


voters to have the changes approved 
by the Legislature next winter. 
The strongest objections are raised to 


provide that Supervisors must be 
elected by the vote of the entire coun- 
ty, though the candidates must be 
residents of the district they are to 
represent. Also that under the char- 
ter plan all county officers, aside from 
Supervisors, are appointive at the 
hands of the Supervisors. 

It is said that attorneys have been 

retained to work out the changes and 
after that has been done petitions will 
be circulated to get the amendments 
on the ballot next fall. 
The name of George M. Cooley, one 
of the leading Democrats of the city, 
has been mentioned in connection with 
the plan, although it ts understood 
others are interested. When the char- 
ter was before the voters for approval 
a year ago it was op by many 
Democrats in the belief that they 
would never be able to secure a por- 
tion of the county jobs as long as the 
Republicans or Progressives remained 
the dominant party in the county. 


It will require a two- 
thirds vote to repeal it.

RICH ARE MADE POOR. 


Waterspout at Carpinteria Devas- 

tates Rich Section, and Converts 

Worthless Lands into Fertile Areas. 

CARPINTERIA, Feb. 1.—A water- 
spout following the mountain ridge 
to the north of this city Sunday aft- 
ernoon about 3 o'clock, flooded the 
canyon streams, which spread destruc- 
tion on every hand. Fertile fields 
near the foothills were rendered al- 
most useless, while the lowlands, 
which were below the sea level and 
‘of practically no value, were changed 
into fertile fields from which will 
spring great crops in the future. The 
loss to residents of the valley has 
been estimated at nearly a quarter 
of a million dollars. 

The beautiful canyon in which 
Shepard's Inn is located was almost 
ruined and the spot on which the 
tent city at Stanley Park was located, 
is now the bed of the Rincon Creek. 

In another canyon, the ranches of 
S. I. Hamison, Mads Christensen, 
Smith & Hales, were ruined, the beau- 
tiful and valuable. citrus fruit orchards 
being converted into a waste of large 
boulders, the soll having been swept 
into the valley below 

The creek in Fithfan’s Canyon was 
a raging torrent, the stream  iladen 
with great trees and the lumber of 
crushed houses, being about twenty 
feet in height and carrying everything 
before it. Several houses were swept 
away, while others which escaped the 
debris were filled to the windows with 
silt. 

On the ranch which was sold a 
short time ago by Mrs. E. G. Marquis 
for $1025 per acre, a channel twenty 
feet in depth was cut, and the ranch 
was strewn with large boulders, which 
render the land almost useless.

“But tn Portland the 
sentiment was diveded onethis point, 
some believeing that San Francisco 
was the proper location. 

“In general, the cities 
visited thought they should have a 
bank and that additional territory 
should be taken in so as to make it 
possible to locate the reserve insti- 
tution there. Some cities which have 
been pressed into districts by their 
more ambitious neighbors do not like 
this and have entered protests to us 
over such action. 

“It is a great question we have to 
decide, for the act provides that Sec- 
retary Houston, the comptroller, and 
myself, have the entire power to say 
where these banks shall be located, 
the territory each district shall con- 
tain and the total number of banks 
which shall be established, not less 
than eight, nor more than twelve.”
